School program

A new program at Magnolia 
School in Upland designed to im- 
prove classroom communications is 
being met with both accolades and 
protests. 

Securing Every Learner’s Future 
is one of more than 50 programs 
developed by districts throughout 
the state declared exemplary by the 
state department of education 
Local districts are encouraged to 
take advantage of others’ success by 
adapting the programs to their own 
needs. 

SELF, originally developed to 
serve fourth through sixth graders, 
has been expanded by teachers at 
Magnolia to include third graders as 
well. 

Teachers at the school say the 
program merely formalizes their ef- 
forts to make children relax in a 
group setting, and minimize the 
effects of peer pressure. 

A smaii group o7 parenis is con- 
cerned that SELF instead is a 
manipulative influence that controls 
and forces children to fit in with the 
group — even to the point of in- 
stigating hostility between the stu- 
dent, his friends and his family. 

Hugh (Larry) Lawrence, prin- 
cipal at Magnolia, calls SELF a 
“preventive guidance program.” 

“It focuses on helping children 
work within the classroom group,” 
he said. ‘‘The idea is by creating a 
positive atmosphere and making 
children feel more comfortable, 
they will then be able to concentrate 
on learning.” 

According to program guidelines, 
SELF is limited to a single one-hour 
session each week, but teachers at 
Magnolia report they use the prin- 
ciples :as needed. One third grade 
teacher said she actually utilized the 
program less than once a week, 
while several of the other 13 
teachers said they use it ‘almost 
constantly.” 

SELF is broken into six areas — 
attraction or friendship, com- 
munication, leadership, classroom 
norms, individual expectations and 
group cohesion. 

Exercises stress decision-making 
and self-confidence. Some call for 
cooperation within the group, such 
as the ‘‘moto-cross’” race, where 
one student helps a blindfolded 
friend guide his pencil through a 
maze — an exercise in communica- 
tion. 

Others call for small groups to 
discuss a situation and try to arrive 
at one decision. One example calls 
for the group to list 15 items from 
most to least important for someone 
lost on the moon. The list includes 
such goods as a box of matches, por- 
table heating unit, compass, water 
and a solar-powered FM receiver- 


transmitter. 

Other exercises hit closer to 
home. One calls for the student to 
determine what he would do if a 
friend insists on looking at his paper 
for the answers to a problem. The 
student wants to remain friends, but 
also wants his neighbor to do his 
own work. Possible answers range 
from ‘‘be mean”’ or iet the other stu- 
dent continue to copy, to telling the 
friend how you feel and if there is no 
change, asking to be moved to 
another seat. 

Students are encouraged to think 
up their own solutions. Teachers say 
this sort of education is as necessary 
as strict academics to the develop- 
ment of the child. 

Terry Wilhelm is a fourth grade 
teacher at Magnolia, and chairman 
of the school’s SELF committee. 

“Every teacher has areas she is 
strong in, and others that she isn't,” 
she said. ‘‘SELF is just a formaliza- 
tion of what most of us have been do- 
ing for years. The students learn 
that everyone in the room is a 
worthwhile person for them to know 
— and to have not only more con- 
fidence in other people, but more 
confidence in themself.” 


She stressed that teachers readily 
adapt the program to their own 
needs, discarding parts that they 
don’t find appealing, and using 
others 


Sandy Hughes, a sixth grade 
teacher, said she used SELF 
throughout the day, even in math 
class. 

Hughes has been teaching for 12 
years, and although this is her first 
year with SELF, said she has found 
the program a valuable aid. 


Her views are not shared by Philip 
and Vicky Argyle, spokesmen for 
the parents’ group Let’s Improve 
Today's Education. 

“SELF places the group as the 
most important part of the 
children’s lives,’’ says Philip 
Argyle. ‘I think it demeans the 
family. We've heard instances of a 
child telling a parent ‘I don't have to 
do that because I’m important, and I 
don’t want to.’ I think it definitely 
should not be in the schools.” 

The Argyles have taken copies of 
their objections to the program to 
what they estimate are several hun- 
dred homes in the Magnolia School 
district. They charge that by en- 
couraging children to openly discuss 
their feelings on personal matters, 
both the child’s and the family’s 
right to privacy is invaded 

Wilhelm said she was disturbed 
that the parents took portions of the 
program out of context. 

“You have to look at the materials 
in the way they're going to be used;"” 
she said. ‘‘Not just pull them out 


Review board hearing 
over police firing ends

Members of the Upland Personnel 
Review Board concluded a 
marathon two-day hearing Thursday 
on the firing of Upland police Agent 
Daniel Mendoza. 

The three-member board is 
expected to announce a decision on 
the case by Feb. 27. ; 

An eight-year veteran of the 
Upland force, Mendoza was 
terminated Dec. 5, 1980, for 
dishonesty, conduct unbecoming a 
police officer, disloyalty to the 
department and conduct tending to 
discredit the department and fellow 
officers. 

The controversy centers around 
two instances when Mendoza alleges 
a fellow officer, Sgt. Martin 
Thouvenell, used excessive force in 
dealing with suspects. 

During a departmental 
investigation last summer, police 
Chief Coy Estes said, Mendoza’s 
claims were not substantiated by 
other officers present at the scene. 
He said the inconsistency put Men- 
doza’s loyalty, honesty and integrity 
in question. 

The first incident cited by 
Mendoza took place following the 
robhery of a liquor store on Arrow 
Highway Nov. $, 1976. Mendoza 

ted a suspect on the roof of a 
nearby house and ordered him 
down. 

Mendoza testified that once the 
suspect was lying prone on the

ground and handcuffed, Thouvenell 
pulled his gun and stuck the muzzle 
against the man’s head. Mendoza 
said Thouvenell then threatened to 
shoot the suspect if he didn’t reveal 
the location of his partner. 

The second incident occurred 
during an arrest March 15, 1980. 
Mendoza said he talked to two 
fellow officers who said they saw 
Thouvenell strike a handcuffed 
suspect. The man’s nose was broken 
when the officer threw him against 
the patrol car, Mendoza testified. 

The hearing session lasted past 10 
p.m. Wednesday, and to almost 9 
p.m. Thursday. Board members 
Dwight Bert, Robert Forsyth and 
James Stamm heard the testimony 
of Upland officers present at the two 
incidents, and received transcripts 
of interviews conducted during the 
departmental investigation. 


Through the use of sketches, re- 
enactments and interviews, 
attorneys for the city and for 
Mendoza attempted to determine 
what actually happened during the 
two arrests. 


Individuals brought to testify 
before the board said they had 
difficulty remembering details, 
particularly from the incident that 
took place five years ago. 

Although none of the officers 
interviewed could recall precisely 
the incidents Mendoza reported, 
several concurred with some 
details.

Hospitals seek approval for trauma centers

Three area hospitals are seeking 
approval to open trauma centers in 
the West End, planners were told 
this week. 

In addition to San Antonio 
Community Hospital, which filed for 
the right to open a trauma center 
last November, Kaiser and Ontario 
Community hospitals are also 
seeking to open emergency centers, 
according to Jose Marquez, a 
resource developer for the Inland 
Counties Health Systems Agency 

Marquez said Inland Counties 


Upland parents want 


Upland School District trustees 
stopped short of guaranteeing 
concerned parents Tuesday that bus 
services will be expanded, agreeing 
instead to give the matter serious 
consideration in planning next 
year’s budget 

The question came from parents 
of Upland Junior High School 
students who live near Citrus School 
in the southeast portion of the city. 

Those students are on the 
periphery of the district's boundary 
for busing to the junior high. 

Superintendent George Renworth 
told the parents that all students 
who live 2!2 miles or further from 
the school are guaranteed bus 
service. Those who live between 2 
and 2'2 miles from the school may 
ride the bus when space is available. 

Those boundaries were closer to 
the schools prior to the budget- 
cutting actions of Proposition 13 
three years ago, he said. 

Different colored passes are 
issued to the students within the two 
areas. Renworth added that to date, 
no serious problems have been

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Emergency Medical Authority 
director Bridget Simone informed 
members of the West End Health 
Planning Council that one trauma 
center would be allowed to open in 
the area. 

A trauma center is designed to 
provide medical attention to 
patients arriving in critical 
condition. Such patients are usually 
victims of gunshot wounds or traffic 
accidents. 

Two levels of trauma center exist, 
Marquez said. The first would be 
designed to serve patients in 
extremely critical condition who

require specialized services. 

Most patients would be served by 
the lower-level facility which is 
designed for less critical situations. 

A second-level trauma center is 
being sought for the West End, 
Marquez said. 

One stumbling block that kept the 
area from qualifying for a trauma 
center last year has apparently 
been removed, he added. 

In an eatlier search for potential 
centers, the emergency medical 
authority had difficulty finding 
enough doctors willing to staff a 
trauma center

experienced with finding room for 
all the students, but parents argued 
argued the uncertainty of their child 
receiving a ride prevented them 
from using the service. 

Parent Dianne Allen, who lives 
just within the two-mile boundary, 
expressed concern for the safety of 
her children who are not permitted 
to ride the bus. 

She agreed that many programs 
were cut following Proposition 13, 
but said she found most were 
restored by now — except bus 
service. 

Allen said the same problems 
exist that have been in the area for 
years, including dangerous railroad 
crossings, streets with no sidewalks 
and flood channels during the winter 
rains. 

Severat of the parents said they 
would be willing to pay for bus 
service for their children, but 
Renworth said the problem is not so 
easily solved. 

He said the district spent $159,000 
last year on the busing service, 
$37,000 of which the state was 


A condition for such centers is 
that they have the ability to callina 
variety of physicians and other 
medical personnel at any time of 
day. Most trauma cases occur at 
night, Marquez said. 

Currently victims requiring 
trauma center services are sent to 
Loma Linda University Medical 
Center or Orange County. The trip 
can often take longer than the 30 
minute critical period for most 
patients, he added. 

The three medical facilities vying 
for trauma center status will 
undergo assessment, Marquez said:

expected to reimburse. Instead, the 
district received only $16,000 in 
state funds to defray transportation 
costs. Busing is expected to run at 
least $180,000 this year with increase 
gas and oil prices. 

“We have to determine the 


purpose of a school district,” said 
Trustee Dale Andersen. ‘‘Expansion 
of bus services would have to come 
from the educational fund. What we 
can do, we will do — but we don't 
have the right to rob the very 
purpose of schools for busing.” 


Fired potice officer 


reinstated in Upland 


An Upland patrolman who was 
fired from the police department 
after marrying a dispatcher within 
the police department is 
temporarily back on the job. 

Officer Jerry Steams is now 
working at a desk, rather than in a 
patrol car, pending a decision on the 
case in court. 

A temporary restraining order 
issued by a federal judge in 
September forced the department to 
place Stearns on a leave of absence 
with pay instead of terminating the

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officer. The order remains in effect 
until a decision is made on the case. 

From September until he started 
the new position in mid-January, 
Stearns was off the job waiting for a 
word from the department. 

The controversy arose when 
Stearns married dispatcher Connie 
Bird in June. Their matriage meant 
they were breaking an unwritten 
department policy forbidding 
spouses from working within the 
same department. 

In a memo to the Steams, Police 
Chief Coy Estes said the situation 
could pose a conflict of interest for 
the dispatcher who assigns 
patromen to emergency calls. He 
said a wife might choose not to send 
her husband into a particularly 
dangerous situation, or likewise to a 
more routine call, seriously 
affecting the efficiency of the 
department. 


In his new post, Steams takes 
reports over the phone and from 
people who come into police 
headquarters. He has been reissued 
his badge, gun and uniform. 


The officer is also responsible for 
carrying cases to the district 
attorney’s office, relieving 
detectives who normally have that 
duty. 


“We've more or less taken bits 
and pieces from other jobs and put 
them together,” explained Capt. 
Merle Arneson. ‘“‘These are tasks 
normally done by a variety of 
people, and that are now being taken 
care of out of one office.” 

Estes said the arrangement is 
“working fine’’ aS a temporary 
measure until the court case against 
the city is resolved. 3 

Stearns’ attorney, Ralph 
Saltsman, said the situation still 
was not satisfactory to his client. 

“Jerry is trained to be a police 
officer,” he said. ‘‘That’s what he 
wants to be doing right now.” 
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Hard work brings achievement 


” Hospital exee’s youth belies labors

When D. Mark Rankin got his first job in a hospital as a 
high school student, he knew that’s where he wanted to 
make his life’s work. 

In less than 10 years, he has climbed from technician 
for central supply to assistant hospital administrator — 
and earned two college degrees in the meantime. 

‘‘E was ecstatic to get a job in a hospital,” recalled 
Rankin, seated behind the wooden table he uses for a 
desk at San Antonio Community Hospital. “I was 
contemplating pre-med at the time. 

“T found I really liked the whole health care setting, 
not to mention all the organizational goings-on.’ 

From high school, he went on to the University of 
California, Irvine, for a bachelors degree in social 
Science and administration. Somewhere along the way 
he began to notice that while biology was all right, he 
was enjoying his business school classes much more than 
chemistry and physics, and decided his talents might lie 
more in the area of administration. 

While attending classes full-time, he continued to put 
in’ long hours in hospitals around Anaheim and Santa 
Ana. 

“Sometimes my grades showed it,” he said wryly. 

He still managed to be named to the dean's list, and 








Saluted as an ‘‘outstanding student’’ when he graduated. 

Rankin chalked up several accomplishments during 
that time. He was one of two undergraduate students 
allowed to serve aS a teaching assistant, a post generally 
reserved for graduate students. 

He also helped design a new system for central supply 
at the Santa Ana-Tustin Community Hospital, where he 
served aS an assistant director of the processing and 
distribution department for a year. 

“Tt all turned out that I had a perfect background for 
what the graduate schools wanted at the time,” he said. 
‘They didn’t really want straight business school people, 
but someone with a broader background.’’ 

He began his graduate work at Berkeley. One of the 
requirements was a six-month residency as an 
administrator in a hospital. 

Rankin chose San Antonio Community Hospital over 
several others throughout the state and in Washington. 

“It was just the size and type of hospital I was looking 
for,”’ he said. ‘“‘Besides which, I’ve just about always 
been in Southern California.” 

One of his major responsibilities as an administrative 
resident for SACH was to coordinate efforts to get the 
hospital’s $14.5 million expansion project approved 

Obtaining the necessary approvals for the project 
stretched out far longer than anticipated. Rankin’s 


residency was extended, and he found himself 
commuting to Berkeley twice a week to finish up his 
coursework, and returning to his Brea home to work at 
the hospital. 

“T felt like I was going to the University of PSA for a 
while,’’ he said, recalling the countless plane trips during 
the 10-week period. ‘“‘That was a handful, believe me.” 

When he earned his master’s, the hospital hired him on 
as assistant administrator. He has served in that post for 
two years. 

Now in his mid-20s, Rankin admits his age occasionally 
raises a few eyebrows. Although he is generally younger 
than the people he supervises, he has found the working 
relationships to be good once the initial surprise is over. 

The two-story addition to the hospital was finally 
approved, and is about 15 percent complete now, he said. 
Other projects have expefienced varying degrees of 
success. 

The hospital recently instituted a 22 percent rate 
increase that boosted the cost of semi-private rooms to 
$200 per night — one of the highest in the area. 

“‘T wish people wouldn’t be so quick to use those rates 
for comparison,” said Rankin. ‘“‘The most significant 
information is the average cost and length of stay per 
patient — and ours is below the state average.” 

Rankin said he has no plans for the immediate future 


Whether dairies should remain or move studied

A $50,000 study has been 
launched to determine if it 
is practical for the dairy in- 
dustry to stay in the Chino 
area or relocate in another 
part of San Bernardino 
County. 

Twenty members of a 
newly formed Community 
Advisory Committee have 
been asked to attend a 
meeting Friday afternoon 
in the Chino Civic Center to 
discuss what the study 
should include, according to 
Marvin Krieger, a county 
senior planner selected by 
county supervisors to head 
the project. 

Krieger said the survey 
will be undertaken with the 
cooperation of UC River- 
side, which is providing the 
services of Phil Gardner, an 
agricultural expert, and two 
interns, Jo Shockley and 
Mike Harrod. They will do 
much of the research. 

But even as the meeting 
was being organized, ques- 
tions were cropping up lo- 
VW cally regarding the makeup 
\ of the committee.

Dennis Kottmeier — whose career in prosecution combines youth and ex- 
perience — was named district attorney Monday by the county Board of 
Supervisors. 

On a unanimous vote, the board selected Kottmeier over three other 
finalists and ended the search that began in November to replace Jim 
Cramer. who left the post for the state Assembly. 

Kottmeier, 36, of Mentone, joined the district attorney’s office in 1969 and 
rose to chief deputy in charge of cases before the central division of 
Superior Court in San Bernardino two years ago. 

Of the four finalists, he was both the youngest and the highest ranking 
within the department. 

Kottmeier is scheduled to be sworn in next Monday before the board. 

Supervisor Robert Townsend made the announcement of the selection 
during the board’s afternoon session. 

Townsend described Kottmeier as ‘‘very well organized,”’ adding that he 
answered the board's questions Feb. 2 in an ‘‘easy flow as if he had 
demonstrated knowledge. ”’ 

“T believe that his expression was articulate. He had good analytical 
skills. The substance and ideas in response showed a willingness to try new 
ideas. I believe that he also demonstrated a good public relations skill, 
which most of the applicants indicated was necessary for the future D.A.,” 
Townsend said. 

He also praised Kottmeier’s administrative abilities, poise, judgment and 
criteria for selecting an assistant district attorney, someone who would 
possess strengths in areas where Kottmeier might be weak. 


Kottmeier is a former resident of Montclair and was student body presi- 
dent of Montclair High School in 1962. He received his bachelor's degree 
from the University of Redlands in 1966 and his law degree from the Univer- 
sity of California, Hastings, in 1969. 

He spent his first two years assigned to the office’s West End branch in 
Ontario, where he presented cases at preliminary hearings and mis- 
demeanor trials. 

After six months assigned to Juvenile Court, Kottmeier began prosecuting 
felony cases in 1973 and has served out of San Bernardino, Barstow, Ontario, 
Redlands and Fontana. 

In his resume last November, Kottmeier noted he had completed 85 jury 
trials, including 18 murder and six death-penalty trials. 

He helped begin the office’s program for prosecuting career criminals in 
1978. 

Since 1979, he has served as the chief deputy in charge of 30 other deputies 
on cases in the San Bernardino central division. In the absence of the dis- 
trict attorney and assistant district attorney, Kottmeier on occasion has 
been acting district attorney. 

In a phone interview, Kottmeier said his selection came as a surprise, 
noting the weeks between his application and Monday’s announcement 
allowed plenty of time for self doubt. 

Asked about his first priorities, Kottmeier said he would make sure effec- 
tive prosecution continues with the changeover and begin efforts tovselect 
the assistant district attorney. 

The No. 2 post in the office is an appointee of the district attorney and, un- 
like other positions, not subject to civil-service protections. Rex Victor, the 
current assistant, said early in the selection process that he would resign if

Kottmeier said he never thought about becoming district attorney when 
he first joined the office and that just two years ago his ambition was still to 
be a trial attorney. 

“Tt really hasn’t sunk in yet,’’ Kottmeier said of his appointment. 

Kottmeier will fill the remainder of Cramer’s term. Cramer took office 
Dec. 1 as the assemblyman representing most of the West End. The district 
attorney’s post comes up for election in June 1982. 

Because the salary of the district attorney, along with those of 11 other 
elected county officials, has been frozen by a charter amendment for three 
years, Kottmeier’s advancement means an annual pav increase of just $87 

The district attorney earns $45,099 a year, with benefits totaling almost 
another $4,000. 1 

Supervisors praised the other three finalists besides Kottmeier. They: 
were John Arden of Redlands, a 20-year deputy; Bill Timmerman of San 
Bernardino, a 13-year deputy, and Carl Jordon of Redlands, former chief 
trial deputy in Riverside County and now in private practice. 

A selection committee appointed by the board narrowed the field from the 
original 20 applicants to the final four. 

Supervisors interviewed the four finalists on Feb. 2. Chairman Bob Ham- 
mock served as a kind of intermediary in the board’s reaching a consensus. 
To avoid having a quorum of three or more supervisors requiring public dis- 
cussion, Hammock polled the board members individually. 

Reached in Sacramento, Cramer praised the board’s choice for his 
successor. Noting that he promoted Kottmeier to chief deputy, Cramer 
described him as well qualified, understanding and tough, with a capacity 
for growth on the job. ‘

(a) An ambulance operator shail, 
at all times during the existence of 
any license issued hereunder, 
maintain in full force and effect, 
furnish to the City, and file with the 
City Clerk, at its own cost and 
expense, a general comprehensive 
liability insurance policy, in 
protection of the City, its officers, 
boards, commissions, agents and 
employees, in a company approved 
by the City Manager and in a form 
satisfactory to the City Manager, 
protecting the City and all persons 
against liability for loss or damage 
for personal injury, death and 


| property damage, occasioned by the 


operations of the ambulance 
operator under such license. The 


‘maximum amount of recovery in 


such policy shall not be less than the 
following sums: 

(1) For the injury to any one 
person or the death of any one 
person in any one accident, five 
dollars 


(2) For the injury to two (2) or 
more persons, or the death of two 
(2) or more persons, or the injury to 
one person or more and death of one 
person or more in any one accident, 
one million dollars ($1,000,000.00). 

(3) For the injury or destruction 
of property in any one accident, two 
hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($250,000.00). 

(b) The policies mentioned in the 
foregoing paragraph shall narne the 
City, its officers, boards, 
commissions, agents and 
employees, as additional insured 
and shall contain a provision that a 
written notice of any cancellation, 
modification or reduction in 
coverage of said policy shall: be 
delivered to the City Clerk thirty

Charging her with lack of 
leadership and a lenient policy 
favoring wards over CYA 
employees, an eight-page document 
prepared by employee groups 
attacks We’t in areas ranging from 
administration to credibility. 


West has dismissed the attacks as 
‘‘an understandable political 
move,’’ stemming from power 
struggles between department 
employees. 

The report was written by 
representatives of the CYA Parole 
Agents’ Association and the 
California State Employees’ 
Association Bargaining Unit 
Council. 


It charges West with neglecting 
the needs of the department and 
states that the West administration 
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‘seems to go out of its way”’ to com- 
promise the safety and effec- 
tiveness of peace officers and other 
CYA employees 

The CYA has jurisdiction over 10 
locked facilities throughout the 
state for offenders up to the age of 
%, including the Youth Training 
School in Chino. It also eight 
conservation and fire fighting 
groups based in the state 


“The major issue is that none of 
the things (the report) says are 
new,” said West Monday. ‘‘There is 
not a new or viable issue in the 
bunch. (The authors) are simply 
trying to prove they'd be more 
aggressive as bargaining agents for 
the election coming up this spring.”’ 


West repeatedly praised the 
quality and performance of 
employees within the department, 
adding that their dedication was 
particularly notable due to problems 
inherent with the job. 

“J don’t question the zeal of the 
few men responsible for leveling 
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By employee group spokesmen

those charges,” she said. ‘‘There’s 
always a tilting contest between the 
Longshoremen and CSEA before 
elections for the honor of becoming 
bargaining agents.” 

The report, authored in part by 
John Okel, past president of the 
parole agents’ association and 
chairman of the CSEA Corrections 
Bargaining Unit Council, and Bob 
Bark, CSEA corrections unit 
coordinator, accuses West of 
inexperience and lack of leadership. 

While calling for her removal 
from office, the report said West 
has neglected problems with 
employee-peace officer safety, 
proper and adequate training of 
peace officer personnel, unsafe 
parole vehicles, overcrowding in 
institutions, incompetent internal 
investigations and violations of laws 
by administrators. 

In general, the authors attack 
West's ‘‘lenient’’ policy, 
particularly the day-pass and early- 
release programs that allow wards 
out on the streets before their terms 
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are served. 

They say her ‘‘hostile and 
negative attitude’’ about 
department employees and peace 
officers is expressed through her 
move to bar parole agents from 
carrying guns, emphasis on peace 
officers .serving as ‘‘surrogate 
parents”’ and counselors rather than 
enforcers, and the generally low 
morale in the department. 

West said she just received a copy 
of the report Friday, and has staff 
members verifying the figures used 
in the complaints. 

“J don’t have any results back yet 
on the specifics,” she said, “‘but 
hope to in the next week or so.” 

Authors of the report are calling 
for West's replacement, and 
supporting proposed legislation 
calling for an investigative 
committee to look into the CYA. 

They say the time spent by West 
in addressing groups throughout the 
state on issues confronting the CYA 
takes away from performance of 
her duties as director.

General Telephone of California has included more than $30.4 million in 
its 1981 budget for switching equipment, cable network improvements and 
various construction projects in the Ontario Division, according to division 
Manager George Janesick. 

In addition tof Ontario, the division includes Rancho Cucamonga, Upland, 
Mt. Baldy and Guasti. 

The projects are part of General Telephone’s record 1981 budget of $242 
million for 1981 in its eastern area, serving nearly 700,000 customers from 
Pasadena to the Salton Sea. 

Janesick said the year’s investment ‘represents an important milestone 
in General Telephone’s total five-year, $4 billion service improvement 
program.” 

‘We're serious about service improvements to the 77,000 customers we 
serve in the Ontario Division,” he added, ‘‘and it’s not just a goal with us, 
it’s a solid commitment.” 

The utility will concentrate on purchase and installation of new electronic 
equipment to provide faster and more efficient service in the areas of 
switching, call directing and billing, and outside plant facilities, including 
expanding the trunk network to handle the growing volume of telephone 
traffic, Janesick said. 

A new $5.2 million South Ontario Electronic Automatic Exchange (AEX) 
will begin service, tentatively scheduled for next May, and a $9.1 million 
Upland AEX office will open in September. 

The remainder of the budget will be invested in improvements and 
modifications to existing switching equipment, land and buildings and 
microwave facilities.

of war against dumb regulations

SACRAMENTO — When a state agency, in an effort to 
expand its authority, recently tried to rule that an insect 
is a fish, a new state office stepped in to stop this 
regulatory overenthusiasm. 

When other state agencies tried to differentiate 
between ‘“‘the elderly’’ and the ‘‘other than non-elderly”’ 
or to establish special conditions for a boxer who is 
‘alive the day he retires,’ that same new office demand- 
ed they rewrite the proposed regulations to make sense. 

At a time of a seeminly unending flood of regulations 
from all levels of government, the California Office of 
Administrative Law (OAL) has been able to stop one out 
of every five proposed new regulations or proposed 
changes in old ones. 

Perhaps even more important, the flow of new or 
revised regulations has slowed by about 32 percent, com- 
pared to the same period a year ago, since OAL came 
into being. 

The office now is starting an 18-month crash program 
to review the 30,000 pages of existing state regulations 
and eliminate those that do not meet OAL’s standards. 

The result, according to Gov. Brown, will be to reduce 
sharply ‘‘the burdensome, unclear and unnecessary state 
government regulations (that) ... stifle private initiative 
and individuality.” 


“This administration is alarmed about the effects of 
such regulations and is committed to reducing and 
minimizing the intrusion of government into the affairs 
of California business and residents,’’ Brown said in the 
executive order starting the review of the regulations. 

In his Oct. 9 executive order, Brown accelerated the 
review process from six years to two so it will be com- 
pleted before his term of office expires. 

The goal of the OAL is stated in blunt terms by the of- 
fice’s director, Gene Livingston. 

“{ think we really have some crises in government 
where there is a loss of credibility in large part because 
there are so many dumb rules out there that are such an 
intrusion in people’s lives,”’ he said. 

“We can eliminate those dumb regulations and we can 
also reduce the number of marginally productive but 
very burdensome regulations,’’ Livingston said. 

The war on ‘‘dumb regulations’’ is the result of a bill 
by Assemblyman Leo McCarthy, D-San Francisco. It 
was one of the first shots in a mounting war by many 
legislators against a state bureaucracy that they feel has 
mushroomed out of control. 

When McCarthy, then Assembly speaker, introduced 
his bill, AB 1111, in March 1979, he declared the state ad- 
ministrative code ‘‘is like a tropical jungle. We turned 
our backs and it just started growing over everything.’’ 

To illustrate the problem, McCarthy had his staff stack 


up the 36 code volumes, which then contained 27,390 
pages. Just as he was about to sit down for the news con- 
ference to discuss his bill, the six-foot pile of books 
tumbled over, crashing onto the chair McCarthy was to 
occupy. 

With this symbolic start, McCarthy’s bill sped through 
both houses of the Legislature with little opposition and 
was signed into law in less than six months. 

The bill elevated the unobtrusive Office of Ad- 
ministrative Hearings — a bookkeeping office that 
codified and compiled the regulations as they were 
adopted — into the Office of Administrative Law, under 
the governor. 

Under the new law, every proposed new regulation, 
alteration to existing rules, certificates of compliance or 
public notices must be submitted to the OAL for review. 

All proposed additions and changes to the ad- 
ministrative codes must meet a five-point test — of 
necessity, authority, clarity, consistency and reference 
to state law. 

AB 1111 also directed a complete review of all the ex- 
isting codes to ensure they meet the same standards. 
And it established a deadline of June 30, 1986, for comple- 
tion of the review, now changed to July 31, 1982. 

Th OAL went into operation last July 1 and quickly 
made its presence felt. 

Livingston reported in his first quartelry summary 
that the office had rejected 22 percent of the regulations 
submitted as routine changes and kicked back 23 percent 
of the regulations that agencies tried to push through un- 
der the ‘‘emergency’’ provision that allows them to 
bypass normal public-comment requirements. 

And apparently because the existence of the OAL made 
some agencies and regulatory bodies think twice before 
issuing new rules, the number of proposed regulations 
dropped from 237 in July-September 1979 to 162 in the 
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same three-month period this year. 

Livingston said the same trend continued in October 
and November, with the submission rate running about 
32 percent behind 1979 and the rejection of the proposals 
holding about 20 percent overall. 

Livingston, a former California rural legal assistance 
lawyer who was a deputy director of the Employment 
Development Department before Brown tapped him to 
head the OAL, admitted that he is a born-again regula- 
tion killer. 


‘When I was at EDD, I opposed AB 1111,” he said. 
‘“‘Now I’m a big supporter of it. 

“I’m convinced there are too many regulations and we 
deal with too much detail in people’s businesses and in 
their lives,’’ Livingston said. 

When asked for examples of some of the regulations or 
other actions OAL has blocked, Livingston complied with 
enthusiasm. 


As an illustration of a proposal that violated the 
necessity standard, he mentioned one by the board 
regulating physical therapists. Under previous 
regulations, the therapists had to be licensed, but could 
have as many unlicensed aides working for them as they 
could ‘reasonably supervise.” 


“Without any evidence of any abuse of that, the new 
regulation said the therapist could only have one aide,” 
Livingston said. ‘‘We disapproved that. It obviously 
works against the best interests of the public.” 

As an example of a state body exceeding its authority, 
he noted a regulation by the state insurance com- 
missioner affecting the state's home mortgage 
guarantee program, which is intended to stimulate home 
purchases by having the state insure certain home loans. 
That permits loans to be sold on the market, creating 
more money for additional home loans. 
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Millionaire Vietnam vet tells others, ‘get to work’

He won a Silver Star medal for heroism in Vietnam. 

He was featured in a cover story in Life magazine for 
his exploits in Vietnam and has appeared on national 
television shows. 

And he believes that Vietnam veterans bellyache too 
much about their ‘‘plight’”’ instead of getting ‘‘off their 
duffs and going to work.”’ 

“T have a negative view of veterans who return from 
the war and feel that the country owes them a living,”’ 
said former Marine James C. Farley, who ‘‘wandered 
broke”’ into California eight years ago and now heads a 
company. making $1 million a year 

Between his discharge in 1966 as a sergeant and his 
present position, Farley said, he worked on ranches, in 
mines and as a movie stunt man falling off horses, fist- 
fighting and doing fast-gun draws for the camera. He 
also took a stint at singing opera. 

‘All of us came back and we flat were not allowed to 
have pride,” he said. 

‘‘Everyone was saying how bad we were, how 
everything we had done was wrong, what a disaster we 
were (as veterans of Vietnam) and how we were causing 
the world to fall apart. 

““Maybe we were. So what? 

‘I won’t say what we did was right or wrong, or 
anything else. It just does not matter,”’ he said. ‘I have 
pride in what I did and I am going to keep it. 

“‘T am going to refuse to surrender it, and I think these 
groups that are going around trying to beg things off the 
government and saying the government owes them this 
and that, well, that’s just a bunch of you-know-what. 

‘*My pride just won’t let me do it,” he said. 

Farley was the oldest surviving son of his family (his 
father was an Army officer who died of injuries from 
World War II), and Farley did not have to go into 
military service. 

But he got a waiver and his mother signed papers 
authorizing him to enlist in the Marine Corps in 1960. 

It was in 1965 as a crew member of the helicopter call- 
ed ‘‘Yankee Papa 13” that Farley was engaged in the ac- 
tion that won him the Silver Star, the third highest medal 
for heroism in combat. 

Larry Burrows, a Life magazine photographer, went 
on a mission with the crewmen of Yankee Papa 13 to 
cover ‘‘a day with a helicopter crew in Vietnam.”’ 

The focus of his story was on Farley, the helicopter’s 
crew chief. on the town the night before the mission, 
walking to the helicopter with his machine guns, firing 
from the helicopter at the Viet Cong in the bushes and 
forests, and then engaging in a perilous rescue operation 
trying to save pilots and crewmen of downed helicopters. 

Yankee Papa 13 was loaded with South Vietnamese 
soldiers to be dropped into an area where Viet Cong were 
suspected to be holed up. 

“The Viet Cong, dug in along the tree line, were just 
waiting for us to come into the landing zone,’’ wrote 
Burrows. ‘‘We were all just like sitting ducks and their 


Smaller, better 
autos projected

LOS ANGELES — By 1985 all automobiles will be 
smaller — and better-made. They will be harder to get 
insofar as special choices are concerned. Many of us 
may be in lifetime lease arrangements rather than 
purchases. 

These are some of the projections on your auto future 
laid out by a man who should know considerable about 
where both the U.S. and foreign car-making industries 
are headed. 

The man in question is John Dianna, editor of Motor 
Trend magazine, a 750,000-circulation monthly, one of 12 
specialized publications of the Petersen Publishing Co., 
and the largest general interest auto periodical in the na- 
tion. 

Dianna is a former race car driver, he drives 10 
different types of cars, spends much of his time with the 
automakers in Detroit and is optimistic about his and 
your future with motor vehicles. 

‘The cars of today are far superior to those of 20 years 
ago, regardless of what you think,’’ Dianna said in an in- 
terview, ‘‘and those of 1985 are going to be even better.” 

Asked why today’s cars are in repair shops so much, he 
said, ‘‘Part of the problem is mass production. The 
manufacturers must make a profit (even though some do 
not) and there are economic pressures, both from 
manufacturers and from the labor unions. However, 
today’s car is better engineered and far more 
sophisticated than the cars of a few years ago.” 

Cars will be better in 1985, Dianna said, ‘‘because the 
assembly line will be more computerized, lasers will be 
used to insure quality and the human error factor will be 
lessened. Also, car builders will have to start paying 
attention to a more selective customer. 

“You no longer will buy a certain brand because your 
father did. You will be looking for the most for your 
money, the car that gives you the most miles per gallon, 
a size that is sensible (smaller) and a car of greater 
dependability.”’ 

With these desires in mind, Dianna said, ‘‘By 1985 all 
cars will be smaller. The Lincolns and the Cadillacs, the 
big ones we know of today, will disappear by °85. There 
might be luxury cars in the old Seville size, but the 
(Oldsmobile) Cutlass will be the ‘big’ car, and it won’t be 
big. You, yourself, sir, won’t like your Torino in 1985. 
You'll want something smaller, but much more ef- 
ficient.”’ 

Dianna believes that labor unions and manufacturers 
will have to get together to raise productivity — ‘‘That is 
an absolute must,’’ he said. ‘‘When they do, they will 
overcome the imports now amounting to 23 percent of 
U.S. sales, and these imports will drop to 15 percent to 17 
percent in five years. And, the American car of 1985 will 
please you. It will be even better engineered than 
today.”’ 

There are some problems in Dianna’s rosy future, 
however. They have to do with choices available. ‘“There 
won't be endless cars in lots and showrooms,” he said, 
and you may be waiting 18 months for your new car. 
There already are eight-week waiting periods in some 
lots. You may not have available the car of your choice 
— not just paint color, but the basic car.”’ 

This, in turn, he said, is going to lead to long-term con- 
tracts with auto firms in which the customer, in effect, 
goes into an extended lease program. ‘‘Your contract 
will be for 10 to 20 years, perhaps in some cases for life. 
Your car will get regular servicing, repairs, and you will 
have a turn-in factor when you want to switch. Then, 
your turn-in will be leased or assigned to some other 
customer not quite ready to handle the cost of a new car, 
and he will be on an extended contract, too.” 

Dianna defends U.S.-made cars vs. the popular im- 
ports. ‘‘There are more 1970 Chevrolets, for instance, 
running today than there are 1970 Fiats. And, the 
Japanese are going to have their problems. There is no 
question that they are ‘dumping’ cars into the United 
States (selling them without profit), and as they get 
Westernized more and more, encountering all the 
problems of a Western civilization, their quality is going 
to suffer.” 

Lastly, contrary to some reports, Dianna is persuaded 
that the internal combustion engine will be with us for a 
long time. ‘‘We will also have turbines, a lot of them,” he 
said, ‘‘and perhaps the real future for fuel will be a 
chemically derived fuel as ap answer to gasoline. 










raking across fire was murderous.” 

Yankee Papa 13, piloted by Marine Capt. Peter Vogel, 
spotted helicopter Yankee Papa 3 on the ground and in 
trouble. 

Vogel sat the helicopter down and Farley raced to aid 
the airmen in Yankee Papa 3, with a Viet Cong machine 
gun spraying the area with bullets. 

The pilot of Yankee Papa 3 was wedged in his seat and 
appeared dead, but they were able to rescue the wounded 
co-pilot. 

Machine-gun fire was tearing up the skin of Yankee 
Papa 3 and, wrote Burrows, it would have been certain 
death to hang around there any longer. 

Back on Yankee Papa 13, Farley and Burrows found 
bullets had ripped the seats in the helicopter, the glass 
cover was shot out and Vogel had been wounded. 
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Yankee Papa 13 lifted off under a barrage of bullets 
and when it had reached a safe distance, Farley began 
bandaging the wounds of the co-pilot of Yankee Papa 3. 
The co-pilot started bleeding from his nose and mouth, 
and his eyes glazed. 

Farley tried mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, but the 
man died. 

Wrote Burrows in Life, ‘‘Suddenly at the doorway of 
the chopper, Farley began cursing. Then he broke into 
tears, first trying to cover his face from the others and 
then not caring who saw him.” 

Yankee Papa 13 was later destroyed in Vietnam 
fighting, but an H-46 exactly like it has been painted with 
the colors and lettering of Farley’s helicopter and it is on 
display at the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, an 
official there said. 
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Farley, now 37, said he, too, was ‘‘messed up’ when he 
came back from Vietnam. 

“Tt didn’t know where I was going to go or what I was 
going to do, but I had my pride and it kept me going,” he 
said. 

“That is a problem in the military today. Everybody 
keeps talking about pay and money, but no one talks 
about pride in being a serviceman. 

“J didn’t join the military for money or pay. I did it 
because I wanted to serve my country,” he said. 

Farley’s company is Applied Hydraulic Systems Inc. 
of San Leandro. 

The company designs, manufactures, sells and 
engineers machines or devices operated by hydraulics, 
he said. The company designed a lift used by some buses 
to allow disabled people to get aboard.

the healing needle 


He lay on the table, hands folded under his head. Near- 
ly a dozen hair-thin needles jutted out of his back like 
quills on a porcupine. 

‘“‘T came here out of sheer desperation,’ he said. “I 
was in pain ... awful pain.” 

Stimulated by renewed interest in Chinese culture and 
publicized reports of acupuncture’s success. it is gaining 
acceptance in the United States. 

Its seemingly magical powers have apparently helped 
many escape nagging pains, headaches and other 
ailments. 

For the patient on Ming Te Young's table, acupuncture 

‘means relief from pains that erupted after a car accident 
last year. 

“I went to all kinds of doctors,”’ the patient said. 
“They knew something was wrong but they couldn't do 
anything about it. 

“‘T used to have a hell of a time going to sleep but this is 
the first time I’ve been sleeping well and I’m not on 
medication now.” 

Ming practices the 3,000-year-old Chinese remedy at 
the Chih-Lan Acupuncture Center — the West End's first 
such clinic and business has been brisk, according to 
Ming’s assistant Jamei Kun. 

Millions — perhaps billions — of words have been 
written about acupuncture, but the fact remains, scien- 
tists do not know exactly how— or if — it works. 

Many of those who enter the Upland-based center (or 
any acupuncture center) take the treatment as a last 
resort. A good portion of those patients are senior 
citizens who say they have tried almost everything to 
relieve aches and pains. 

One woman came seeking relief from arthritis pains 
she had endured for many years.

“When it (the pain) started, the doctor said it would 
get progressively worse,”’ she said. ‘‘They gave me pain 
pills but that didn’t work. . 

“After my first acupuncture treatment I woke up one 
night and said, ‘I’m sleeping!’ I hadn't been able to sleep 
like that before.” 

While acupuncture is not a cure-all, it has apparently 
been successful in helping many patients. Those seeking 
treatment are first asked to describe their ailment. 

The acupuncturist selects a series of spots along 
“energy lines’’ within the patient’s body. These points, 
Ming said, are often far from the affected area. 

Ming. who speaks little English, carefully scans the 
energy line and places the sterilized needle into the skin. 
Surprisingly, there is no blood and for most patients 
there is little or no pain. 


Scientists debate what happens when the needle enters 
the body. One theory proposes that the skin is stimulated 
by the needle and that this stimulation is transfered via 
the nervous system to the affected organ. 

Another theory maintains that tiny microbubbles enter 
the body when the skin is ruptured. Bubbles are 
transferred by the body's lymph system to the trouble 
spot where they stimulate circulation and relieve pain. 

Acupuncture isn’t cheap and more than one treatment 
is usually required before there is any real improvement 
in the patient’s condition, Kun said. 

One treatment at the Chih-Lan center can cost from 
$20 to $30 and six treatments are usually recommended. 

Because acupuncture is relatively new to Americans, 
it has been placed a step above quackery in the minds of 
some. California law requires acupuncturists to show 
proof of proper training and only those with that training 
receive licenses. 

Ming has practiced acupuncture for 20 years. He ob- 
tained his degree in China and is a certified doctor in that 
country. 


His treatments are not only for the sick. Over-eaters 
can obtain an implant on the outer edge of the ear that. 
when pressed, reduces the desire for food. Jun said 
Smokers can receive similar treatment. 


Success, Ming said. often depends on how advanced a 
patient’s condition has become. As with other 
treatments, the chances of success improve if the ail- 
ment is treated right away. 


In fact. acupuncturists recommend proper nutrition 
and regular medical checkups as part of their health 
program. 


With acupuncture, however, there is the matter of the 
needle. Those who become skittish at the mere thought 
of a needle entering the body might well become nervous 
watching a treatment 


“A lot of people are seared.’ Kun admitted. “‘I tell 
them it doesn’t hurt but some people are more sen- 
sitive.” 


Some patients are willing to overlook their fears in 
hopes of relieving the pain. 


‘We had one patient, a boy about 20, whose eyebails 
were jumping so bad he couldn’t see.” Kun said. “But 
now I think he can see very clearly.” 


One patient at the Chih-Lan center came in hopes of 
easing a pain in her hip. 


“I fell and pulled a ligament in my hip.” she said 
‘This is my fourth treatment and this is the only thing 
that has helped.” 

At times, Ming combines the traditional needle treat- 
ment with the more modern treatment of sending small 
amounts of electricity through the body. 

Electrodes are connected to the heads of the needles 
and the electrical current helps free energy blockages 
within the body, Kun said. 


Ming sometimes applies heat to the needles with a 
slow-burning stick of Chinese herbs. 

Few patients at the center are of Chinese descent. 
Many Chinese, Kun said, are aware of the treatment and 
can apply it themselves. 


Treatment of body aches using acupuncture theories 
does not limit one to using needles. Several books are 
available on the practice of acupressure which utilizes 
massage and acupuncture points to relieve pain. 

‘‘We don’t use any medicine,’ Ming said of his treat- 
ment. ‘‘And we can still help many physical problems.

They say you have to hit 
rock bottom, and those who 
have been there say there’s 
little doubt that you'll know 
when you're there. 

The feelings are 
common: Lack of 
confidence and self-esteem. 
Abandonment and despair. 
Withdrawal from friends 
and family. Driven by 
irrational ‘‘forces.’’ 
Wanting to die but too 
chicken to do anything 
about it. 

Alcoholics? Drug 
addicts? Patients suffering 
from a terminal disease? 

No. The symptoms are 
those described by fat 
people who admit food is 
eating them up. 

They have tried every 
diet imaginable, health spas 
and rigorous exercise, pills, 
fasting and, they say — to 
illustrate to what desperate 
lengths they will go — even 
bizarre methods like eating 
and then inducing vomiting. 

Their attempts to lose 
weight have probably been 
successful, shedding a few 
or perhaps dozens of 
pounds, but they always 
have a reiapse and gain the 
loss back, usually putting on 
more weight. They call it 
the yo-yo syndrome. 

These people may or may 
not be grossly overweight. 
Some may have 50 or 100 
pounds to lose. Others may 
be only chubby or stout. 
Some may look average. 

But. whatever their 
weight and size, these 
people feel they have failed 
because they can't lose 
weight and keep it off 

By one means or another, 
they find themselves in 
Overeaters Anonymous 
(OA), a nationwide 
organization patterned 
after Alcoholics 
Anonymous 

In a country where 
millions of people are 
overweight, an organization 
like OA seems like a 
desperate extreme. For its 
members, it is. They are 
dead serious and 
strenuously argue against 
any suggestion that the 
concept is frivolous 


The Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) member 
comes to accept that 
alcohol is controlling his 


life. And participants in OA 
admit that they don’t just 
eat to live, they live to eat 
and eat and eat some 
more 
The OA member is, by his 
admission, a compulsive 
overeater 


Heavenly 
bamboo 


grows well 


They call it heavenly or 
sacred bamboo. Actually if 
is a member of the barberry 
family that answers to the 
official name of Nandina 
domestica. But any way you 
look at it, it’s a nice plant to 
have around. 

According to the Califor- 
nia Association of 
Nurseryrnen, Nandina is a 
favorite for landscape 
design. It provides just the 
right accent in any number 
of garden locations. Its 
feathery, bamboo-like 
foliage is attractive against 
fences, walls or screens. In 
groups of 3 or more, it is an 
ideal way to ‘‘turn’’ the cor- 
ner in foundation planting 
— softening the sharp lines 
of a house. And since it 
seldom gets out of hand, 
Nandina can be used 
without fear of crowding 
other plants. 

In some California gar- 
dens, where a touch of frost 
can be expected this fall, 
heavenly bamboo will color 
up beautifully to match the 
season. Foliage first turns a 
purplish-bronze and as 
winter comes on, often 
becomes truly crimson. In 
milder areas, where coastal 
fogs temper the frost, gar- 
deners have to be content 
without this color except in 
unusually years. 

Even without autumn 
color, however, nandina is a 
colorful shrub. In late spr- 
ing, it puts out clusters of 
small, white or pinkish 
flowers. At the same time, 
its tender growing shoots 
and new leaves are tinged 
with bronze, later turning 
light green to match the 
rest of the foliage. 

Heavenly bamboo looks 
great planted in a container 
and will grow in shaded 
areas where bamboo does 
poorly. So whether you 
grow it in the ground or ina

will be rewarded with years

Like alcoholism, com- 
pulsive overeating is 
viewed as a progressive 
illness that will get worse if 
it is not arrested. 

Members of OA describe 
their disease as a vicious 
cycle. The compulsive 
overeater eats to feel good, 
only to then feel guilty and 
remorseful over his 
indulgence. The only way he 
knows to feel good again is 
to eat. 

“Instead of coping with 
life, we eat,’’ said Jane, a 
member of one of the 30 OA 
groups in San Diego County. 
Jane joined OA four years 
ago, weighing 188 pounds. 
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She is now a trim 125. 

Like all OA members in 
this article, Jane asked that 
her real name not be used. 
Anonymity is called one of 
the spiritual foundations of 
the organization, based on 
the belief principles should 
be placed before 
personalities. 

“In OA, we find more 
rational solutions to our 


problems than food,’’ Jane - 


said. ‘“‘We do talk about 
sanity and we find 
something other than an 
insane way to cover up our 
feelings.”’ 

What the OA member 
finds is a “higher power,” 
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another tenet found in AA. 

Interpretation of the 
power is left to the 
individual. Some members 
adopt the concept of God. 
For others, it’s the life 
force of the universe, love, 
a personal energy or the 
support of the OA group 
itself. 

“The spiritual part is 
facing the reality that being 
overweight is a bigger 
problem than I am,” Jane 
said. 

“It’s an admission that 
there’s nothing that I can do 
on my own with this 
problem, so I give myself 
over to something else.”’ 
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Group helps persons who live for eating 


Jane said the higher 
power concept of OA scared 
her at first, a reaction that 
is common among 
members. It seemed too 
religious, she said. After a 
few meetings, however, she 
came to realize that, in the 
past, she had been a slave to 
food and it was her higher 
power. She decided to 
substitute what she viewed 
as the life force of the 
universe. 

Although Jane was not 
grossly overweight, she 
said her history is typical of 
many fat people who come 
to OA. 

She remembers being on

one diet after another since 
she was 12, and she has 
made a scrapbook that 
chronicles her ups and 
downs down, for 
instance, when she was 
engaged and way up while 
she was on her honeymoon. 

“J was a sugar freak, but 
I'd overeat on anything, 
even dry cereal in the 
cupboard,’’ Jane said. 

Like most overeaters, 
Jane had deep feelings of 
guilt over what she saw as 
her personal failure to take 
weight off and keep it off. 
She took to eating normally 
in front of her family and 
friends, and sneak-eating

alone, often hiding food in 
the bedroom or bathroom. 
Although her husband didn’t 
criticize her, she felt ugly, 
ashamed of her 
appearance, and eventually 
stopped most social 
activities. 

Jane’s ‘‘rock bottom’’ 
involved a birthday cake. In 
front of her family at the 
dinner table, she ate only a 
sliver of cake. Alone, she 
kept cutting herself more 
and more slivers from the 
remaining half cake, never 
a full piece, until the cake 
was gone. Afraid she’d be 
‘‘caught,’’ Jane bought an 
identical birthday cake, ate 
half of it — as much as her 
family had consumed — and 
thought no one would be the 
wiser. They weren’t, but 
Jane felt miserable. She

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considered suicide. 


A similar experience 
happened to Debby, a 25- 
year-old professional] 
woman, who had always 
been about 30 pounds 
overweight. Like Jane, her 
chubbiness dated hack to 
childhood. 


Debby has two vivid 
recollections of how 
extreme her overeating 
became. She began lying 
about her food binges, even 
to strangers. For example, 
she frequently began her 
days with a ‘“‘rafid’’ on a 
Winchell’s Donut House, 
where she would order two 
dozen doughnuts, telling the 
store clerk that she was 
planning a brunch.

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Prolonged study 
shows exercise 
forestalls aging

Products and schemes 
designed to take pounds off 
our bodies and years off our 
appearance flood our every- 
day lives, all of them 
emanating from some om- 
nipotent fountain of youth 
that has sprung a leak in our 


imagination. 
Skin creams ... potions ... 
vitamins diets 


facelifts ... wonder drugs ... 

They are part and parcel 
of our youth culture, new 
wrinkles in an old game, 
summoned by a society that 
refuses to be inhibited by 
age. 

Ah, perpetual youth. The 
American Dream. The 
National Obsession. 

Most of the prescriptions 
are superficial. Many are 
cosmetic. 

But at San Diego State 
University something scien- 
tific is going on, supervised 
by a 66-year-old exercise 
physiology professor who 
has documented evidence 
that the effects of aging can 
be forestalled and minimiz- 
ed through exercise. 

Dr. Fred Kasch, a 
professor in the SCSU 
physical education depart- 
ment for 31 years, says his 
study is the most thorough 
of its nature in the United 
States. He knows of no 
other in the world that has 
followed its subjects for 
such a length of time and 
monitored them so closely. 

Kasch has shown that 
regular cardiovascular ex- 
ercise tailored to an_ in- 
dividual’s needs and stress- 
ing continuous running or 
swimming can produce 
marked improvement in 
physical work capacity. 

Physical work capacity, 
he says, is based on max- 
imal oxygen uptake, or the 
amount of oxygen a per- 
son’s body can absorb as 
determined by a stress test 
on a bicycle ergometer. 

In a published report on 
the physiology of aging, Dr. 
H. Shock wrote in 1962 that 
the most obvious result of 
aging is a decline in max- 
imal oxygen uptake or 
physical work capacity. 

Although more than 2,000 
individuals have been 
monitored by Kasch in the 
Adult Fitness Program he 
operates at SDSU, the data 
on which his conclusions 
are based resulted from two 
studies. 

One traced 36 middle- 
aged men for a 10-year 
period, the other followed 
16 for a period of 15 years. 

“Our studies showed that 
with a regular program of 
cardiovascular exercise 
there was no decline in 
maximal oxygen uptake in 
men from 45 to 55,”’ said 
Kasch, 

‘After 60 there seems to 
be an irreversible decline, 
but the regular program of 
exercise reduced this to 
half of what it would nor- 
mally be in a sedentary in- 
dividual.” 

Kasch said a person’s 


maximal oxygen uptake ° 


begins a natural decline of 
approximately 1 percent a 
year between the ages of 20 
and 25. It accelerates to ap- 

proximately 2 percent per 

year after the age of 55. 

‘Because the usual drop 
in physical work capacity 
didn’t occur in the in- 
dividual tested,’’ said 
Kasch, ‘‘we feel the results 
may point toward the 
prevention of ischemic 
(lack of blood supply in an 
organ or tissue (heart dis- 
ease.” 

Kasch said his original 
studies were confined to 
men with sedentary oc- 
cupations because ‘‘our ob- 
jective was to develop op- 
timum health and forestall 
middle-age heart disease, 
which is primarily a male 
problem.” 

In addition to the increase 
and maintenance of max- 
imum oxygen uptake levels, 
individuals in Kasch’s 10- 
and 15-year studies showed 
a reduction in resting pulse 
and blood pressure. Kasch 
said those wo increased the 
frequency of their workouts 
generally showed more 
dramatic increases in work 
capacity. He also noted that 
on a running program 
showed slightly more 
responsive results than 
those who opted for 
swimming. 

Three of those tested 
have since completed 
marathon runs (26 miles, 
385 yards). One, Dr. Clif- 
ford Croom, an orthodon- 
tist, is a prize - winning 
competitive swimmer. 

Kasch said the 





marathoners’ didn’t 
necessarily show an edge in 
maximal oxygen uptake 
from the others tested. 

‘““They showed the biggest 
increase in enzymes in their 
muscle cells,’ said Kasch. 
“Their work capacity didn’t 
increase much after they 
trained for the marathon 
but their ability to sustain a 
certain level of perfor- 
mance did.” 

This, he explained, is 
because the enzymes they 
have developed in the mus- 
cle cells promote en- 
durance. 

Although Kasch’s 
research indicates a 
definite decline in capacity 
around the age of 65, he is 
not satisfied that this also 
can’t be arrested. 

“We haven't closed the 
book on that yet,” he said. 
‘‘We’ll know more in a few 
years.”’ 

A former athlete at the 
University of Illinois, 
Kasch is a trim 5 feet 8 in- 
ches and 140 pounds. His 
resting pulse is 39, well 
below average. 

Kasch said one of the 
reasons he began his studies 
was that people he knew in 
their 40s and 50s ‘‘recogniz- 
ed themselves going 
downhill and accepted it as 
natural and irreversible.” 
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French woman speaks out | 
Rights should be ‘different’

WASHINGTON — In her country, she is known as the 
frank woman, ‘‘tres formidable,’’ but in her four days in 
Washington, Simone Veil, former health minister of 
France and today the first president of the European 
Parliament, she is most often described as ‘‘charming.”’ 

In America, Veil, a 52-year-old French Jewess who 
was the only member of her family to survive the Nazi 
concentration camps of Auschwitz and Bergen Belsen, 
comes across as precise, fashionable and most definitely 
feminine. 

This mother of three grown sons, grandmother and the 
wife of one of France’s leading businessmen, is known in 
government circles as a leading feminist. As health 
minister, she pushed dliberalization of abortion and con- 
traception laws through the National Assembly in her 
overwhelmingly Roman Catholic country. 

To American ears, she doesn’t sound like a staunch 
feminist. She said in a speech at the National Press Club: 
‘‘When we speak of equality between men and women, 
we do not at the same time speak of identity. 

‘‘In Europe when we speak of equality, we also speak 
up for women’s rights to be what they are, in other 
words, different from men.” 

Veil, for instance, doesn’t push the drafting of women. 
What has been discussed in Europe is women’s auxiliary 
service, not combat, she said, adding that she is sure, 
however, that women, if needed, would drive tanks as 
well as men do. 

‘‘Women have children, and that takes more time in 
the life of an individual than military service. ... But 
when we speak of equality, that doesn’t mean that 
tomorrow men will have babies.” 

Later, in an interview, Veil contends she has gotten as 
far as she has mainly because she is a woman. 

“It is very hard for women in Europe to get ahead. I 
definitely do not think it is easier for women in Europe 
than in the United States,” she stated firmly, her precise 
French translated by an interpreter. In fact, it may be 
harder for women today because their expectations are 
higher, she argued. 

“But for me, it has been the other way around. If I had 
been a man, I wouldn’t be here now. I am here because 
the president wanted a woman on his cabinet.”’ 

In 1974 French President Valery Giscard D’Estaing 
looked first in the political circles and didn’t find the 
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qualified woman he wanted, she said, so he looked to 
government circles and found Veil, a judge. 

Within months, she became the most popular politician 
in France, never falling below 56 percent in the polls in 
her five years in the post. 

She ran for the first elected European Parliament last 
spring at the insistence of Giscard. She won the presiden- 
cy of this 410-member body, which makes up the political 
and economic side of the nine-member Common Market, 
through Giscard’s behind-the-scenes lobbying, observers 
say. 


Everything about Veil is matter-of-fact. In meeting, 
she smiles quickly and then gets down immediately to 


the interview. There is no chitchat, no banter. She is all 


business. 


She was in Washington as head of a 23-member delega- 
tion from the European Parliament to meet with 
counterparts on Capitol Hill and in the White House. It 
was a public relations gesture to explain the parliament, 
which she admits even Europeans still have a hard time 
understanding. 


, Veil is attractive, slightly plump, very tidy. The purple 
Chanel suit, though she had worn it several days in 
Washington, looks fresh, with beige-and-purple print 
blouse with large tie. 


She always wears long sleeves to cover the concentra- 
tion camp number — 78.651 — tattooed on her forearm. 

Veil, whose husband Antoine is head of France's No. 2. 
airline UTA, looks as well-off as she is. 


On her left hand, she wears an enormous diamond, sur- 
rounded by smaller diamonds. On her right wrist is a 
modern large gold link bracelet. Her earrings are large 
half-moon-shaped pearls. 


Her brown hair is pulled back in a soft chignon. What is 
most striking about Veil are her eyes, piercing blue from 
a distance, green up close. 

Veil, who is said to have a bad temper, is candid. In 
fact, she interjects several times in the interview, ‘‘Let’s 
be frank. One must be frank.”’ 

She is not shy to say politics hasn't been easy on her 
husband. 


“In the first place, 25 or 30 years ago, my husband did 
not want a wife who worked at all. He wanted his wife to 
be at home,” she recalled. ‘‘He wasn’t prepared to have 
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February 12, 1981 
a wife who was entirely independent on her own. Yet he 
has been able to accept it and to help.”’ 

It was he who convinced her to be a magistrate instead 
of a lawyer because it involved less time away from the 
family. And it was she who convinced him not to go into 
politics early in their marriage when she was raising 
three sons and he was an executive aide to a number of 
leading politicians. 

Today, it is she who is in the political limelight and 
who is constantly equated with two other women world 
leaders, Indira Gandhi of India and Margaret Thatcher 
of England. Listening to Veil, it seems she is there 
almost in spite of herself. 

For one thing, Veil admits openly she could not bea 
perfect politician because she is not a compromiser. 
Now for the first time she is in a position where com- 
promise is required. 

Veil’s term ends 1n two years, around the time Giscard 
will be running for a second term. Increasingly, Veil is 
mentioned as his running mate as prime minister. It's an 
idea she brushes aside. 

“To be prime minister means you have to have certain 
abilities and certain tastes, which I do not have at all.

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Reformed gamblers started betting as teen-agers \

John embezzled money from a 
sports club. lost it gambling on the 
horses and spent six months in 
jail 

Jerry had lost all of his money at 
Santa Anita Race Track. To 
replenish the cash, he left the track 
and robbed a nearby dry cleaning 
store of $86. He was arrested for 
armed burglary at the track’s en- 
trance. He was given a three-year 
probation and sentenced to 120 days 
on a fire crew 

On the crew, Jerry was paid $1 a 
day. When his 120 days were up, he 
had $25 left. ‘‘I lost it that night in a 
family card game,”’ he said 

John’s six months in jail did not 
cure his gambling. He later again 
embezzled money and again went to 
jail 

Both men, John, 62, and Jerry, 25, 
local residents, are now members of 
Gamblers Anonymous. 

Both started gambling as teen- 
agers. It took John 40 years before 
he admitted he had a serious 
problem. Jerry was 21 when he 
decided, ‘“‘There no possible way I 
can control my gambling. Period!” 

John joined Gamblers 
Anonymous in West Covina 10 years 
ago before there was a GA group in 
the West End. The Upland GA 
meeting is held every Thursday at 8 
pam. in Fellowship Hall of the 
Upland First United Methodist 
@hurch. Entrance to the hall is on 
First Avenue. 

“erry joined GA four years ago in 
and, but within the week also 
went to GA meetings in Garden 
Grove and West Covina. 
- Gamblers Anonymous is an 
Organization for compulsive 
gamblers who have reached the 
point where they are willing to 
accept the fact they have a 
progressive illness and have the 
desire to get well. 
‘*There are no so-called ‘leaders ,” 
John said. The meetings are infor- 


that I was a compulsive gambler,” 
he said, ‘‘but I guess she thought she 
could change me.” 

It didn’t take long for his wife to 
learn her husband was a compulsive 
gambler. ‘‘But she never left me,” 
he said. ‘‘Oh, there was once when 
she packed a suitcase and told me 
she was finally finished and the only 
reason she stayed was because of 
our children. She was gone from 
Saturday to Monday and to this day, 
I don’t know where she went!” 

A metaliurgist. John’s work took 
him to South Africa in 1959, where 
twice he went to jail for embezzling 
money he lost at the track. ‘‘I knew I 
was doing wrong, but I couldn't help 
myself,”’ he said. Some years later. 
John came to Fontana to work for 
Kaiser. He brought his gambling 
habit with him. 

Ten years ago he realized, ‘‘I was 
sick of my life. It was filled with 
tension, I owed money, my home 
life was in jeopardy ... and it was all 
my fault.”’ 


Knowing how her husband felt, un- 
known to John, she went to a priest 
and told him of their problems. ‘I

is the cry compulsive gamblers love to hear ... but 


was going to the races when two 
men came to the house. They told 
me about Gamblers Anonymous and 
we talked all afternoon. They (his 
wife and priest) had conspired 
against me because by the time the 
men left, it was too late to go to the 
races,’ John laughed. 

Though John has been tempted to 
gamble, he has stuck to his 
convictions. But he does need the 
weekly support of the GA meetings 
to strengthen those convictions. 

‘I think my wife still doesn’t trust 
me,”’ he laughed. 


Nickle and dime bets on sports 
and family poker games launched 
Jerry into his compulsive gambling 
habits. He was 14 when he placed his 
first bet on a horse race. 

‘T can’t say my father knew what 
was happening, but my mother did 

she knew I was headed for big 
trouble,’ Jerry said. ‘‘I started lit- 
tle but weni to betting above my 
means like a month’s wages at a 
time.” 

Even his arrest for armed 
burglary and the 120 days on the fire

in jail because one embezzled and the other stole money to bet on

crew did not cure Jerry’s gambling. 
“T couldn’t be trusted,”’ he said. ‘I 
was even stealing from my sister 
and others in the family.”’ 

On the last day he gambled, Jerry 
said he lost $180 which belonged to 
his aunt. “I knew I was doing 
wrong,” he said. His conscience 
finally getting the best of him, Jerry 
came home and declared, ‘I’m 
sorry. I lost all your money. I'm go- 
ing to join Gamblers Anonymous!” 

Jerry started by attending GA 
meetings in Upland, West Covina 
and Garden Grove. ‘‘I seldom miss a 
meeting,”’ he said. 


“There's a possibility Ill go back 
(to gambling), he said. “But with 
the GA meetings, the chance of that 
happening is greatly lessened.”’ 

Jerry and his wife, Alice, face 
dual problems ... his gambling and 
her alcoholism. Jerry said Alice is 
in what he termed a ‘‘high pressure 
job.’’ Her employer put her into a 
four-week alcoholic abuse program. 
When she came out, Alice went 
without drinking for four weeks ... 
then ‘‘started nipping again.” With 
the help of friends, Jerry took Alice 
back to the care center ... when she 
came out, Alice started with 
Alcoholics Anonymous. 


‘She hasn't had a drink in four 
years and three months,” Jerry said 
with pride. 


The future looks bright to these 
two men. John is retiring in June 
and plans to teach gerontology and 
English to the Spanish-speaking. He 
also will have more time for golf 

Jerry is learning a new trade and 
said he’s busy with home 
maintenance at their new home. 
‘Tools fascinate me,” he laughed. 
Alice is into gardening and interior 
decorating.

‘Mal as each participant shares 
his/her problems. ‘‘Sometimes it 
takes several weeks before a new 
member is willing to open up and 
talk about his problems,” John said. 
«Comments made by John and 
Jerry regarding compulsive gambl- 
ing were: ‘‘We use people and ex- 
ploit our parents,” ‘‘Most com- 
pulsive gamblers have beginner's 
luck,” ‘‘People gamble and quit, 
gamble and quit. Some don’t have 
the courage to quit altogether,” 
“Easy come, easy go — gamblers 
are considered hail fellows, well 
? met, ‘‘Gamblers borrow from 
Peter to pay Paul,” ‘‘I was finally 
sick of myself.” 

John grew up in Scotland. He said 
Great Britian is the ‘‘biggest gambl- 
ing country’ making the temptation 
easy. especially betting on the 
horses. ‘‘My first crisis came when I 
was 17," John said. He gambled 
money which didn’t belong to him ... 
and lost. ‘‘My parents had to make it 
up. but it didn’t make me sit up and 
take notice.” 

During World War II, he was in 
the RAF (Royal Air Force) but 
didn’t gamble to any extent. He 
preferred gambling on the horses 
and servicemen tend to gamble with 
cards. 

While in the service, John 
married. ‘‘My wife was warned by 

my father before we were married

Former Ontario man trades law career for monster

It took less than four years for 
former Ontario resident Steven 
Nalevansky to go from a career as a 
lawyer to the making of his own 
monster movie.

-,Nalevansky’s ‘Blood Beach’’ 
opened in the West End and 476 
other locations throughout the coun- 
try: last Friday. 

»iThe film is about a large sub- 
terranean creature that terrorizes a 
Los Angeles County beach by crawl- 
ing through the sand like an 
‘eatthworm, then pulling victims 
ponder ground and devouring them. 

‘My heart’s always been in 

§movies. Way down deep I always 
knew I'd end up doing what I wanted 
P do,”’ he said. 

Nalevansky, as Steven Nelvin, liv- 


ed in Ontario during the 1950s and 
1960s while attending a local junior 


high and then Chaffey High School. 
Eventually he attended the 


University of California at Los 
Angeles and Loyola Law School and 
became a lawyer. 

“T was a trial lawyer for seven 
years and a university professor for 
four years,’ he said. ‘I’m still a 
lawyer though I’m not practicing 
any longer.”’ 

He said he was teaching pre-law 
at Pepperdine University in 1976 
when a friend asked him to serve as 
legal counsel for a new production 
company under Paramount Studios. 

‘“T found I was spending more 
time at Paramount Studios than I 
was at Pepperdine,” he said. 

Nalevansky said he started by 
writing. He wrote some ‘‘Starsky 
and Hutch’’ episodes, including the 
final one of the series. 

Later, he said, he co-produced a 
film in England with David Soul but 
it never played in this country. 

‘Blood Beach”’ is ‘‘the first real 
film I produced on my own,’’ he 
said. He said he and his partner, 
Jeffrey Bloom (the movie’s direc- 
tor) prepared the story idea and 
screenplay together. 

He said a horror film topic was 
chosen because ‘‘the actual reality 
in film is that horror films are the 
genre (of films) doing very, very 
well at the box office.” 

“I’ve enjoyed horror films in the 
‘50s... so we decided to try making 
one,”’ he said. 

‘‘Blood Beach”’ has an ‘‘R”’ rating 
and contains some bloody moments 
and brief nudity but it doesn’t lean 
as heavily on gore and sex as many 
other current movies. 

“We set out to make an old 
fashioned monster movie, the kind I 
grew up with in the ‘50s, one with 
laughs, thrills and pure enter- 
tainment,”’ he said.

The piece was exhibited for two 
months last year at the Los Angeles 
Institute of Creative Arts. The artist 
expressed the hope it would be the 
first in a series of such sculptures. 


His largest work is outdoors in 
Colorado Springs. Built in 1973 on an 
acre of precisely sculpted earth, the 
piece rotates on bearings to present 
an ever-changing series of shapes 
that combine with the surrounding 
mountains to form an entire, gigan- 
tic work of art.

what they don’t see, not with what 
they do see,” he said. ‘‘The title is 
‘Blood Beach’ and it’s a good, com- 
mercial title, but we didn’t want to 
make a picture that would turn 
people’s stomachs with excessive 
violence.”’

He said getting money to make a 
picture is usually the hardest part of 
being a producer but ‘‘it turned out 
with ‘Blood Beach’ the easiest part 
was getting the money.” 

He said he and Bloom were at a 
favorite restaurant celebrating the 
completion of the screenplay when a 
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Hollywood executive producer saw 
them and stopped to chat. They talk- 
ed briefly about the film and the 
producer asked to see the 
screenplay. 

‘‘Forty-eight hours later we were 
negotiating for the financing,” he 
said. ‘‘It’s a mind blower when you 
imagine the struggle people have to 
go through to get films.” 

Even so, ‘‘Blood Beach” is no ex- 
travagantly financed picture. ‘“‘We 
only had around $2 million to work 
with,’’ Nalevansky said. 

Ironically, the Jerry Gross 
Organization, the film’s production 
company, spent almost that much 
on the ad campaigns. campaigns, 
according to Vince Emery, director 
of advertising and publicity. He said 
about $1.7 million was thrown into 
advertising hype for ‘‘Blood 
Beach.” 

“Actually, we came out ahead of 
budget on that picture,’’ Nalevansky 
said. ‘We made ‘Blood Beach’ in 29 / 
days. Everything was very, very : 
well planned. We created an at- 
mosphere on our sets which ex- ( 
hilerates an enthusiasm for the film- 
making performances.”’ | 





“We avoided ego problems and 
kept the crew happy,” he said. 
“There was no ego massaging, just 
simple, straight-out filmmaking.”’ 

The scenery in ‘‘Blood Beach” 
will look familiar to many West End 
residents, Nalevansky said. 
Although the beach is never named 
in the movie, he said the entire pic- 
ture was filmed in Santa Monica. 

Nalevansky said he'll be going to 
Europe soon, to shoot a $4 million 
film with Paul-Michael Glaser. He 
said he’s afraid the filming dates

Judy Wright writes 
history of Claremont

A history of Claremont, complete 
with 300 pictures and maps, is now 
available to the public at a nominal 
cost. 

The 280-page hardback book, 
“Claremont: A Pictorial History”’ 
by Judy Wright, represents the au- 
thor’s dedication over an extended 
period and the support of many peo- 
ple and firms tin the community 

“If we are to preserve the town 
and maintain the village and the old- 
er homes, we must offer something 
that reminds citizens of the past in 
order to help them make better de- 
cisions about the future,’’ Mrs 
Wright said in explaining the project 
that has been a full-time volunteer 
job for the past 18 months. 

Mrs. Wright, who is chairman of 
the Claremont Planning Commis- 
sion and a founder of the Claremont 
Historic Resources Center, was hon- 
ored Tuesday by the Claremont City 
Council in a surprise ceremony 

The author was presented a 
plaque and proclamation by Mayor 
Eleanor Cohen in recognition of the 
successful completion of the city’s 
history. 

The book covers the history from 
the early days of the Indian settlers 
and land grants to the present. In- 
cluded are detailed maps, notices of 
town meetings, historical photo- 
graphs of homes, early pioneers and 
college buildings 

A major portion of the history 
starts about 1887 and includes the 
development of the city as a rail- 
road boom town and the founding of 
Pomona College. 

Actually, the project was conceiv- 
ed in 1972, Mrs. Wright related. 

When she moved to Claremont, 
Mrs. Wright went to the public li- 
brary to check out a book on the city 
so that she and her children might 
become better acquainted with their 
new home. 

“To my surprise, there was no 
book that could be checked out, al-

though there was some material in 
reference files,* she reported. 
‘There hasn't been a book on Clare- 
mont since Harold Davies wrote 
“This Is Claremont’’ over 40 years 
ago.” 


Several years ago, Mrs. Wright 
was named to the Planning Commis- 
sion and decided to research the city 
to become better informed. 


“‘T read all the old newspapers and 
spent hours in the special collection 
rooms at Honnold and Pomona col- 
lege libraries,’ she reported. ‘‘My 
primary interest in planning is re- 
flected in the last three chapters in 
the book.”’ 


In 1977, Mrs. Wright assisted in 
compiling the Claremont inventory 
of historical homes. She then took 
over the research project and com- 
pleted the homes inventory under a 
grant 


“In addition, I taught two classes 
on the history of Claremont for the 
UC Riverside Extension program, 
which required additional re- 
search,’ added Mrs. Wright. 


At one-time, Mrs. Wright planned 
to include about 200 pictures and 
maps in the book. 

‘But we collected and copied 900 
pictures and couldn't select just 200, 
so another 100 were included,’’ she 
explained 

‘‘My goal was to produce a book 
which would be of excellent quality 
so that families would want to pre- 
serve it for future generations. At 
the same time, I felt it must be af- 
fordable for the average family. 


To underwrite the cost of publica- 
tion, Mrs. Wright raised $30,000 
from individuals and firms in Clare- 
mont. These donors are recognized 
in the front of the book. 


The book is avalable for $15 at the 
Claremont Historic Resources Cen- 
ter, 590 Bonita Ave., or at local 
bookstores. .

After years of turmoil the African 
nation of Zimbabwe is struggling to 
escape its past and aim for a new 
start with a black majority ruled 
government. 

James Kamusikiri, a 43-year-old 
history professor at Cal Poly 
Pomona, returned a few months ago 
from Zimbabwe, formerly 
Rhodesia, where he played a leading 
role in setting the groundwork for 
the new government. Kamusikiri 
served for a year as private 
secretary to Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa. ; 

In an interview, Kamusikiri 
talked about his experiences and the 
changes he’s seen in the country. A 
short, ae man, Kamusikiri 
speaks quickly and energetically, 
using long sentences. 

Kamusikiri was born and raised in 
Rhodesia. In 1963, sponsored by the 
United Methodist Church, he left the 
country to study in the United 
States. 

When he left, “our nationalist 
activity had reached a very, very 
critical stage where either it had to 
change the strategy or it had to 
change the leadership,” he said. 

There was no armed struggle at 
the time and the white minority 
government was in control. 

While working on his doctorate in 
history at UCLA, Kamugjkiri 
returned to Rhodesia in 1973 to do 
field research. What he found was a 
country that had undergone much 
change. 

Rhodesia had declared unilateral 
independence from the British in 
1965. Kamusikiri said many of the 
top black leaders had been 
imprisoned or left the country, 
creating a leadership vacuum. 

However, the man trying to fill 
that vacuum was Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa — a civil rights leader 
Kamusikiri described as being ‘‘like 
a shepherd.” 

With Muzorewa, “I found that we 
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As prime minister’s secretary

had a leadership now that was not 
only trying to mobilize the masses 


together...but at the same time to — 


fill up the gap of leadership and try 
and maintain a voice,’’ said 
Kamusikiri. 

Muzorewa worked to unify the 
leadership and work against the 
white minority regime of Ian Smith. 

The Cal Poly professor had not 
known Muzorewa before but he 
came toadmire the man. 

‘‘When I was in Zimbabwe in 1973 
I got involved with Muzorewa. I told 
him that I gave him my total 
support.” 

Muzorewa later received a peace 
award from the Pope and a 
medallion from the United Nations 
for his work among black Africans. 

Returning to the United States in 
1974, Kamusikiri became chairman 
of the United African National 
Council on the western coast. It was 
one of many community activities 
he was involved in. 

In 1979, Muzorewa, representing 
the United African National 
Council, became the first leader of 
the newly formed black 
government. 

Word came from Muzorewa that 
Kamusikiri had been selected as 
personal secretary, similar to being 
on the president’s chief of staff in 
this country. 

“‘So here we have a man who had 
mobilized the country for the first 
time in the history of the country 
had achieved something 

something much more than 
anybody had achieved before.” 

Kamusikiri decided to go to 
Zimbabwe, a decision he does not 
regret. 

“J don’t think I could have been 
able to live with myself...if I have a 
country going in flames now and the 
whole world can talk and say ‘Aw, 
that’s too bad’ — but here I am with 
an education with training and I 
chickened out when needed most 
just because everything was not 
peaceful... 
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“T believe that in spite of the fact 
that the (new) constitution was 
really not agreed upon by 
ever ybody...what had been achieved 
was a very important step and it 
needed to be positively strengthened 
and utilized for the next step.” 

Muzorewa had become an 
important factor, according to 
Kamusikiri. He had removed Smith 
from power and helped unify the 
leadership. 

The first black prime minister 
was not a puppet of Smith, as many 
believe, Kamusikiri insists. 

Also under Muzorewa’s 
administration, a constitution that 
would provide for a ‘‘peaceful begin- 
ning’ and establish a democracy 
was drawn up in Britain. And 
through negotiatiéns a basis for 
reconciliation was formed. 

But in the national elections, 
Muzorewa was replaced by Robert 
Mugabe, a leader of one of the two 
rival factions in Zimbabwe. 

To Kamusikiri, Muzorewa’s short 
rule served as ‘‘a catalyst to provide 
for a cool-off transition.” 

Kamusikiri sees a good future for 
Zimbabwe if the country can get the 
badly-needed foreign capital to spur 
development. 

But, the years of conflict are not 
easily forgotten and Prime Minister 
Mugabe and his government are 
trying to get rid of the old image. 

Kamusikiri is ‘‘very sad’’ that 
westem countries have not been 
investing more in the new nation. 

“We have really pulled through 
ourselves. We’ve fought a war and 
turned around and sat in at the 
conference table so that we can 
direct the country (under a) 
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democratic constitution. 

“J do think that true political 
observers and scholars ...will see 
underneath it — that we have given 
(an) almost classic, show of 
integrity, responsibility and 
pragmatism. 

‘Western society is really 
contributing to the failure rather 
than to help,” he said. ‘‘They are 
nitpicking too much on the negative 
and then failing to see th 
positive...’’ . 


As for fears by some that Muga 
is leaning towards the communists _ 
for support, Kamusikiri denied that. 
is the case. oat 

‘“‘What is he doing that’s 
communist now? 


“He’s simply trying to pull this 
country together. And if he doesn’t 
get support then that is going to 
allow something which he may not 
be able to control.” 


One of the ingredients for the 
success of Zimbabwe depends much 
on the ability of the government #

reclaimed water 


White the lack of rain in Southern California worries many. Cal Poly 
Pomona is taking steps to conserve water 
Next month, university officials expect the latest campus water reclama- 


tic project to be completed. 


At a cost of about $600,000, 300 acres of landscaping and agricultural land 
will join the areas already using reclaimed instead of fresh water 

With the majority of the campus’ acreage now being irrigated by reclaim- 
edswater, the fresh water saved could benefit as many as 12,000 people, ac- 
copling to Robert Bonde, executive dean for planning and development. 

onde said that not only will the use of water reclaimed from a sewage 

treatment plant help conserve fresh water, but it will eventually save the 
university thousands of dollars a year on water bills 

“Cal Poly has been a leader in the use of reclaimed water as far as 
educational institutions are concerned,”’ Bonde said 

The first water reclamation project was completed in 1966 to irrigate 350 


acres of orchards and grazing land 


Since then we have watched that very carefully and we have found no 


adverse effects 


- either on the soil or on the animals that feed from it,” 


said Bonde. ‘‘We're pleased with the results and that we're saving water to 


go for domestic uses.” 


The land irrigated by reclaimed water will total 720 of the campus’ 1,200 
acres with the completion of the latest project 
The water comes from the sewage treatment plant in Pomona, near the 


base of Elephant Hill 


The sewage goes through tertiary 


treatment, which purifies and 


deodorizes the water through settling, chlorination and carbon filtering. It is 
then pumped to Cal Poly where it is kept separate from drinking water. 
Bonde pointed out that most of the water used in California is for 


agriculture 


“Even with the rainfall of Southern California, we have to add three acre 
feet of water for every acre of land,” Bonde said. ‘‘When water gets up over 
$100 an acre foot...it gets to be a major expense.” 

Water from the Municipal Water District (MWD) costs more than $100 an 
acre foot, according to Bonde. Part of the expense for MWD water is in 
pumping it over the Tehachapi Mountains to Southern California 

The cost to the university for drilling and pumping water from its own 
well would also be expensive, Bonde said 

Yet. the cost of reclaimed water is less than $30 an-acre foot, he said 

Cal Poly officials are already planning another project involving reclaim- 
ed water that will save the university money and energy 

In conjunction with nearby Forest Lawn cemetery, the university hopes to 
construct a pond to keep the reclaimed water in. This way, Bonde said. the 
water can be pumped at night = at a lower expense — and stored in the pond 


for use in the daytime 


Airport proposal 
draws attacks

Charges of fraud and misrepre- 
¢ sentation have followed the an- 
nouncement of the Intercounty 
Airport Authority that it will recom- 
mend establishment of a regional 
airport, serving 25 million passen- 
gers a year, in the Chino Hills. 

Mayor Larry Walker of Chino, 
whose city has become an unwitting 
sponsor of the proposal because of 
its membership in the authority, 
called the work of the authority a 
‘charade that is as close as you can 
get to fraud 

“I'm going to put a stop to this 
bunch of nonsense,”’ he declared. 
“The use of the city’s name in con- 
nection with the objectives of the 
airport authority is misleading, er- 
roneous and damaging to the repu- 
tation of Chino.” 

And San Bernardino County Su- 
pervisor Robert Townsend, who rep- 
resents the Chino Hills, claimed that 
the Intercounty Airport Authority 
was making a ‘“‘last ditch stand to 
remain in existence by misrepre- 
senting its membership before the 

Federal Aviation Administration.’ 

John Lowman, executive secre- 
tary of the Authority had announced 
Friday that his organization was 
preparing an application to the FAA 
for nearly $1 million to finance a 
master plan, showing that the Chino 
Hills was ‘‘by far the most feasible 
location’ for the establishment of a 
regional commercial airport that 
would take the pressure off the Los 
Angeles and Ontario International 
airports in the 1990s. 

He said the authority has design- 
ated about 10,000 acres in Telegraph 
Canyon, southwest of Sleepy Hol- 
low, for the airport, and that if all 
went well, construction could start 
on the $700 million project within th- 
ree years 

Lowman said the proposal will be 
submitted to the FAA as soon as 
President Ronald Reagan appoinis a 
new administrator. If the plans are 
approved, the FAA could subsidize 
between 75 and 80 percent of the 
costs. 

The airport authority official said 
a report by the Southern California 
Association of Governments, calling 
the Chino Hills site ‘‘unfeasible and 
unsafe’ was ‘‘full of mistakes and 
misconceptions,*’ and is being ap- 
pealed to the FAA. 

Revival of the airport plans, be- 
lieved buried last year after the 
SCAG report, also has upset resi- 
dents of Carbon Canyon. Gillian 
Gardner, president of the Carbon 
Canyon Town Hall, which claims to 
represent residents in the Sleepy 
Hollow area, said she was calling a 
meeting of her board to organize op- 
position. 

“We'll fight this proposal as we 
fought others like it in the past,”” she 
declared. ‘“‘We feel that cutting 
down the hills and filling up the can- 
yons would kill the character of the 
community.’’ 


A first class legal battle was shap- 
ing up over the membership of 
Chino in the authority. Peg 

City Manager John Gerardi said 
Chino canceled its membershipga

year ago, and, therefore, the author- 
ity had no right to keep using it on 
its stationery as one of the four 
sponsors along with Santa Ana, Gar- 
den Grove and Stanton 

“We had no idea they were using 
our name,” he insisted. ‘‘They are 
promoting a project to which we are 
vehemently opposed.’ 

And Mayor Walker said he was 
sending documentation of the City 
Council's withdrawal to the legal 
staff which, in turn, will forward it 
to the FAA to discredit the authori- 
ty. 

‘We suspect the reason the au- 
thority has been reluctant to drop 
Chino is because it needs to be ‘in- 
tercounty,’ and Chino is the only city 
which is not in Orange County.” the 
mayor explained. ‘‘Without Chino, 
there is no intercounty, and the au- 
thority has no standing before the 
FAA.” 

But Lowman disagreed. He said 
Chino could not pull-out until after 
the airport study was completed, or 
unless the other three cities rewrote 
the agreement made in 1974. 

Chapter 7 of the Joint Powers Au- 
thority agreement, entered into by 
the four cities in 1974, and signed by 
then Mayor Bob McLeod on Nov. i1, 
1975, provides, among other things 
that’ ... any city that is a party to 
this agreement may withdraw fol- 
lowing completion and review by 
federal, state and local ‘authorities 
of the federal master plan study ...”” 
by giving a 30-day notice. 

“There is nothing in the 
agreement that provides for any of 
the four cities to withdraw on their 
own until the work is completed,’ 
Lowman said. “It’s true that Chino 
has been inactive for the past year, 
but technically they are in.”’ 

But Lowman contended that even 
if Chino dropped out, the authority 
would retain its legal status. 

Local authorities pointed out that 
the airport, as proposed by the inter- 
county authority, would encroach 
partly on land which the state wants 
to buy for a wildlife preserve, and 
would be close to the 35,000-home 
Chino Hills development,

Backslaps could |Tasty tip from 
harm, not help, children’s clinic: 


person choking |pink Oran ge

Backslaps, recommended by the 
Red Cross and the National 
Academy of Sciences as the first 
thing to do for choking victims, 
might be killing some of them, ac- 
cording to Dr. Henry J. Heimlich. 

“If you hit a person on the back, 
you can drive the object down 
farther into the throat,’’ Heimlich 
said. ‘‘And you can drive it into the 
lungs, causing death.”’ 

Leimlich, developer of the 
Heimlich maneuver for choking vic- 
tims, said in an interview, ‘There 
have been deaths accumulated from 
backslaps. 

“I personally can cite five, but 
throughout medical literature they 
have been constantly repeated. It 
has absolutely been proven.’ 

Heimlich, professor of advanced 
clinical sciences at Xavier Universi- 
ty in Cincinnati, claims that his 
technique has saved the lives of 
about 1,200 choking victims since he 
introduced it in 1974. 

The maneuver consists of stan- 
ding behind a choking victim and 
briskly hugging a fist into his or her 
abdomen. The fist elevates the 
diaphragm which compresses the 
jung and forces out a burst of air 
that literally blasts food or foreign 
objects from the throat. 

The National Academy, wh ich 
provides first aid recommendations 
to many groups, and the Red Cross 
continue to recommend backslaps 
as the first means of relieving the 
choking, and stomach 
(Heimlich won't allow his name 
used if it is not used as a first - line 
technique) as a second method. 

The American Heart Association, 
which for years also recommended 
that backslaps be used first, now is 
telling rescuers they should decide 
for themselves which should be used 
first. 

“The sequence is not critical,’’ the 
Heart Association’s Howard Lewis. 
said from Dallas. ‘‘We want them to 
try everything they can in the hopes 
that one will work.”

C. P. Dail Jr., director of first aid 
for the Red Cross, said the organiza- 
tion is not opposed to the Heimlich 


hug. ‘‘We simply feel, on the basis of 
(National Academy studies), that 
there is not enough scientific 
evidence to support the maneuver.”’ 


Dail said the Red Cross is con- 
sidering conducting controlled 
studies but that the difficulty and 
danger of such studies have caused 
delays. The studies would involve 
placing a piece of meat attached toa 
string in the throat of a volunteer to 
cause choking, a situation with an 
unpredictable outcome. 


‘(The three agencies) seem to be 
off (of their position),’’ Heimlich 
said, ‘‘but they are doing it too slow- 
ly because people are still dying 
from the backslap.”’ 


He cited a study done by Purdue 
University in which it was shown 
that there is four times the in- 
cidence of loss of consciousness if 
the backslap is done first. 


But even with the Heimlich 
maneuver, there can be failures, 
Heimlich conceded. 


‘TI have documented six deaths 
after the maneuver was applied, but 
our studies and those at Purdue 
show there have been no failures 
when something else might have 
helped.” 


One choking death, even after the 
hug was applied, was that of a 
Washington, D.C., attorney whose 
entire windpipe was hopelessly 
clogged with immovable chunks of 
lobster. 

Another was a Chiid witi a crayon 
wedged in her windpipe, pushed 
there by a parent trying to get it out 
by hand. Heimlich said the crayon 
could not be dislodged even in 
autopsy. 


‘‘And there have been two deaths 
(one a physician) from eating 
peanut butter (right out of the jar.) 
after the maneuver failed. 


‘They were just scooping up some 
peanut butter and eating it, a 
terribly dangerous thing to do. The 
peanut butter becomes distributed 
throughout the lung when it goes 
down the wrong way.’ Heimlich 
said.

Tell Twinkie The Kid to Oliver Orange is here. 
He’s chubby and cheerful and county health officials are hoping 
he’ll convince children to nibble on oranges instead of sugary 
snacks. 


Oliver, a 3-foot stuffed toy, sits quietly in the Ontario health clinic 
this month. A sign over his head invites children to squeeze him (but 
not too hard). 


“Ollie” was the brainchild of county nutritionist Cheri Jones, who 
decided if advertising hype techniques could work for snack foods 
they should be effective in selling kids on healthy foods, according to 
Connie Glang-Yetter, a health education specialist at the Ontario 
clinic. 


She said Oliver was tested in Rialto, where he was a big success, 
and he’s now in Ontario. The clinic is in the top floor of the county 
building, a part of the Ontario Civic Center at the corner of Sultana 
Avenue and D Street. 


‘Our message is to think Orange and eat good foods,’’ she said. 

The message is everywhere in the clinic. Orange posters adorn all 
the walls, orange mobiles dangle from the ceiling and _ staff 
members all wear ‘‘Think Orange’ buttons. 


Why pick on oranges? Because they’re healthy and they taste 
good, according to Glang-Yetter. 

Many people, she said, drink orange flavored juices instead of 
eating oranges even though there’s little advantage to it. 

‘They (oranges) are relatively inexpensive,’ she said ‘‘They’re 
also low on calories and they’re more nutritious.” 

She said an orange costs about 9 cents, while a glass of orange 
drink costs about 11 cents. An orange has 70 calories and a glass of 
sugar-sweetened orange drink has 120. Orange drink has vitamius A 
and C but an orange has those plus niacin, potassium, calcium, 
thiamin, riboflavin and fiber. 





Children can see Oliver by being brought by a parent to a regularly 
scheduled child health clinic for a check-up. Remaining clinics 
before Oliver leaves the area are scheduled Jan. 26 and 28; Feb. 3, 
10, 17, 23 and 25.
